1. The AECASSOWARIES plan to send between 12 and l8 agents to LCOUTBOUND. 


The breakdown is roughly as follows: 




A. Two or three not including KAMINSKIY from London. 

B. One girl from France , first name is Tamara. 

C. One girl from Brussels named KACHMAR fnu-r 

D. Five or six more from Munich, AECASSOWAHY 6, AECASSOWARY 8, 

Petro' ;JZ: fiORBAN and two members of the UPA, plus Ivan 
^(m^ESTOENKO and DrT^SSfCOLUK. 

E. From the United States AECASSOWARY 27 , the brother of AECASSOWARY 8, 
Slepah OLENYK, Myron KUROPAS, and Bohdan PYTEL. 

2. Although the names above add up to 18, not all of them will go. 

3. Although Ivan MAYESTRENKO is not a member of the AECASSOWARY group but in 
fact the former oblast secretary of the Ukraine Communist Party in Odessa, 
AECASSOWARY 2 is giving him unbeknown to the members of Project AERODYNAMIC, $50 

to go to Vienna. AECASSOWARY 2 reasons that this will be a very salutory experience 
for MA 7 ESTRENKO who can test some of his left-wing views out on delegates and 
tourists from the Ukraine. There are also other secondary reasons why AECASSOWARY 2 
thinks this would be a good idea. 

4. Regarding persons from the United States, only two and possible three will 


have their travel paid for by the AERODYNAMIC Project, namely AECASSOWARY 27 and 
AECASSOWARY 8's brother. KUROPAS has been accepted as a delegate and will be given 
only operational expenses money by AECASSOWARY 2. PEY TEL is an American citizen 
now studying at the University of Heidelburg. His travel expenses will be only 
from Heidelburg to Vienna and return. OLENYK will probably go as a delegate and 
part of his expenses will be paid by the intelligence service. 

5 • In general AECASSOWARY 2 envisages the following breakdown of functions : 

A. The agents from Munich will distribute literature on a wide-scale. 

B. The residents of the United States, with the exception of AECASSOWARY 27, 
will do contact work as "American boys," i.e., Ukrainians familiar with the 
American scene. 
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C. AECASSOWARY 8 from Munich will be in charge of distribution of litera- 
ture, a2 1 propaganda activities, and liaison with the Austrian press and stu- 
dent groups. 

D. AECASSOWARY 27 will be in charge of all clandestine operational work. 

E. AECASSOWARY 8 is now in Vienna. A book store for the sale of Ukrainian 
books has already beaa located and four kiosks have offered to sell Ukrainian 
newspapers, etc. The question of the coffee kiosk is being investigated by 
AECASSOWARY 8 who has contact with Austrian student groups . 

6. AECASSOWARY 27 plans to leave for Europe about 14 July. He intends to 
stop in London and Paris on his way to Vienna. He may stop in Munich before going 
to Vienna or after Vienna. He needs contact instructions which the undersigned 
promised to give him on 26 June.
